Court Sets Aside 
Divorce Granted to 
Captain T.H. Nixon 


Judtfe Sheely Rules That Army Officer Did 
Not Have Official Residence in Gettysburg’ 
Even Though Some Personal Belongings 
Were in His Mother’s House. 


DECISION IS ANSWER TO SECOND 
WIFE’S PETITION FOR REVERSAL 


In a 29-page opinion handed down by Judge VV. C. Sheely 
in court here this morning, the decree in divorce granted Cap­ 
tain Thomas Hay Nixon, W ashington (D. C.) army officer and 
native of Gettysburg, last August from Mrs* Annette Paul­ 
ine (Finneron) Nixon, wife No, 2, was set aside. 
The costs 
were assessed against Captain Nixon. 
A few days after the decree was handed down, August 
26, 1935 by former Judge Donald P. McPherson, Captain 
Nixon was married to Miss Anne Cooke, of Chevy Chase, Md. 
Twins were born to this union. 
The opinion sets aside the decree on the grounds that the 
Adams county court did not have jurisdiction in the case be­ 
cause “the libellant (Captain Nixon)) was not an actual bona 
fide resident of Pennsylvania at the time the divorce action 
was instituted, and had not been an actual bona fide resident 
of Pennsylvania for the year immediately prior thereto.” 
The original libel in the divorce action was filed July I, 
1933, and a subpoena was awarded. Captain Nixon asked the 
divorce on the grounds of cruel and barbarous treatm ent and 
indignities to the person. The subpoena was returned “non 
est inventus” and an alias subpoena was issued, a procedure 
followed when the respondent is not a resident of the state in 
which the action is being brought. A master in divorce heard 
testimony and recommended that the decree lie granted. Last 
August the decree was entered divorcing Captain Nixon from 
Annette Pauline Nixon and the army officer's third marriage 
followed within a few days. 
• At that time Mrr,. Nixon No. 2 
! stated that newspaper accounts of 
her “husband’s" re-marriage were 
the first notice sne had of the 
granting of the divorce.

LIFE IS IN OURSELVES 


^TOURISHMENT for life comes from without—but life is in ourselves. 
We are the sunlight. We are the rose. We are the green and fra­ 
grant fields. We are the lark’s song, the dancing ripples of the stream, 
the struggle of the writer whose book we read, the mystery of the heavens, 
and the sensual beauty which stirs our blood as we look upon a great work 
of art. 
We cannot expect to own life in others, nor that which is Uar sepa­ 
rated from us. Life for us is only that which we are able to absorb, to 
make our very own, and to give substance to our being. 
Our faces may be photographed, sketched, painted, or cut in marble, 
but the supreme chamber of secrecy is our heart. Life is in there—all life, 
even tile life that nobody knowns, but which so many misjudge. 
When we say unkind things to another, our words do not stop in that 
mind. They creep into that secret room of the heart, and often such harm 
results as to make a complete refurbishing urgent. 
And then its never 
the same again! 
Life is in ourselves, so all that we put into it we keep. And all that 
we take out of it, is also ours. This ownership which we have within our­ 
selves, however, may become so rich and vast that surrounding material 
possessions lase their glamor, and we find ourselves giving freely of all 
that we passess in ourselves.

To John Muir. W. H. Hudson, ani John Burroughs nature was an eter­ 
nal source. Their life blood flowed through t .ery movement of the earth, 
and their very thoughts rode the waves of song from the throats of birds, 
and on every waft of wind, or tiny breeze, they set a message that it 
might ride to a happy destination.

ocean travelers actually is a deadly 
poison which has taken an uncount­ 
ed number of human lives, re­ 
searches at the University of Cali­ 
fornia show. 
Tiny protozoa, called gonyaulax, 
cause the display. Those are eaten 


by mussels, and wherever that mol­ 
lusc carries the danger of infection, 
raid Professor Charles A. Kofoid 
and W. Forest Whedon of the uni­ 
versity who have traced the gonyau­ 
lax to human beings, where it 
causes quick paralysis and often 
death. 
There is no known remedy, they 
said.
